I At a night session Thursday, the 
Kentucky Senate adopted tbe Yazell 
FViurth Claas City' school bill which 
, had been previously adopted by the 
House. The measure will probably be 
' signed by Oovemor Morrow before the 
end of the present week. 

This bill is the most far reaching 
educational measure that has been 
ailoptcd by llie Kentucky General As- 
sembly In many years and brings 
iliout a uniformity of all Fonrlh class 
city school syslpms. something that 
has loUR been desired. 

The new law will bring about many 
changes in the prenent system, chief 
cf which Is the manner of electing the 
members of tho Ikiard of Kducalion. 
Tho number of meniberH Is cut from 
twelve to six and all of tbe members 
are elected from tho city at large In- 
stead of from wards as at present. The 
election Is by secret ballot and .t can 
dldate must file a petition bearing the

The hill also provides that tbe City 
Superlntemleni shull '.le elected for a 
term of one year \mi after the first 
trial ypar. the Siii)erlntt'iHlont may be 
elected foi a term of eithiT two or four 
years. I'nder the nioasuri', tho Super- 
intendent "shall have ^;(•neral super 
vUlon, subject to the control of the 
board, of tho course of inslrutction 
dlrtclpllnu and conduct of the schoolM. 
text books and studies and all appoint 
ments, promotions. dismissalR and 
transfers of teachers and tru.mt olll- 
eers and the change of text books and 
apparatus shall be made only upon the 
recommendation of the Superintendent 
and the approval of the board." Thlr 
Is practically the same provision gov 
eming the superintendent as Is pro- 
vided In tbe new county school law 

Another great added feature of the 
bill la the tact that suburban territory 
can be included in the city school sys 
tem upon agreMaent It provides tliat 
If a majority of the male voters of a 
suburban terrttoiy aign a petltimi t 
the city Board of Bduoation and the 
County Board of Bdueatlon, that ter- 
ritory can h* taken in .as city school 
territory when the City Board will ac- 
cept them and tho County Boasd dis- 
miss them. When a anrburb la taken 
Into the city for school purposes that 
territory is subject to city school .tax- 
ation but not (or city taxation for any 
other purpose. 

This phase of the bill is espflcinlly 
interesting to Maysville because ot the 
large suburban territory adjoining the 
East end of the city which will prob- 
ably Immediately come Into the city 
for school purposes. The Sixth wjird 
Mchool building la wholly lnadequ;Ue 
and badly In need of repair. It Is un- 
derstood that the School Hoard « an 
purchase the ball park property in 
East Second street and If the territory 
adjoining the East end of the city i)e- 
tltlons to be added to the city for 
school purposes, a large new school 
building will probably be erected th<)ra 
In the very near future. 

Tho one feature of the bin which 
was> fought somewhat In the Senate 
last night waa the taxation clause 
which provides that the maximum rate 
of taxation for school purposes be In- 
creasad from SO cents to $1.50. Local 
Bohool authorities, in discussing the 
measure this morning, stated that U 
was their opinion that the MaysTillr 
aehoota could ha oparatad very suo- 
oeaatully wiai tlw-propoaad increase 
in tepanaa of oparation on a taxation 
rata of 7S oeata.

Farm Bxpensss, 

F roiy his gross Income a farmer la' 
allowed to charge off all of his neces- 
sary expenses in the- conduct of thv 
farm during the year. TThese lucludx 
coats of planting, cultivating, harvest- 
ing and marketing. In addition to 
these costs be may deduct money spent 
for ordinary farm tools of short life 
bought during the year, such as sliov- 
ela, takes, etc Also, the coat of feed 
purchased for his live stock lanf b ' 
treated as an expense in so far as ihl^' 
cost represents actual outlay, but (lip 
value of his own products fed to ani- 
male 1^ not a deductible Item. / 

Other farm expenses allowable are 
the cost of minor repairs on bulidlni;^ 
<bur not the dwelling house), on fenccF. 
wagons and farm machinery ; also blll> 
pald for horseshoeing, stock powders 
rock salt, services of veterinary. Insur- 
ance (except on dwelling bouse), gnso 
line for operating power and sundry 
other expenses which were paid for Ip 
cash. 

As to hired help, all the productive 
labor Is a deductible expense ; but tlK 
wages of household servants, or lielp 
hired to Improve the farm, ai in 'ree 
planting, ditching, etc., cannot be 
claimed against earnings. A farmer li 
not allowed to claim a aalary for him- 
self or members of his family who 
work on the farm. 

Wear and Tear. ~ 

Purcliaae of farm machinery, wag- 
ons, w>>rk animals, etCt also the cost 
of constrjcHon or extension of b»"l. 
Ings, sUoa, feL'ciag, etc., should be con- 
slderM] ttddlt'.onal Inveatments In the 
farm and are not proper deductions 
against Income. 

A ruasonable allowance niuy be 
'■Inlnied for wear and tear on farm 
buildings (except the farmhouse), 
fences, machinery, work animala, wag- 
ons, tanka, windmills and other farm 
equipment which is used In the con- 
duct of the/arm. 

As to atnos and tractors, the cost of 
these is not an expense, although the 
cost of their upkeep Is an allowable 
deduction. If the machines are used ex- 
rluslvi'ly for farm purposes and not 
for pieusure. Also, In such cases, a de- 
duction for wear and tear la allowed. 

Farm Losses, ^ 

The loss of a growing linqt la not a 
proper deduction from Income, Inas- 
much as the value of the crop had not 
been taken Into gross Income. The 
loss of a building or of machinery 
llirough storm, lightning, flood, etc., U 
an allowable deduction, but cure should 
be used to ascertain tlie correct loss 
sustained, as restricted by Income tax 
regulations. 

No deduction Is allowed in the case 
of lose of animala raised on the farm, 
bnt n loss is deductible from gross In- 
come if the animals had been pur- 
diaaod for draft or breeding purposes. 

Shrinkage In weljbt or value of farm 
products held for favorable market 
prices cannot be deducted as a loss, for 
the reason that when such products 
are aold the shrinkage will be reflected 
In the aelling price. 

Sale of Farme and Ljind. 

Tha value of agricultural lands has 
been Jumping daring the past few 
yeara, and duri&g 1919 many owners 
sold out part or ail of their lands st 
big profits. All such lalns constitute 
income and must be taken into the net 
income for the year. 

Any person who seld part of a farm 
or ranch, or part of a parcel of land, 
must also show any oins reallaed by 
the sale. 

The method of flgnring gains and 
leases on such tranaactions Is pre- 
scribed In the Income Tax regulations, 
copies of which may be secured from 
Internal Revenue C^illeetort. 

Forms for ftetums. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau has 
Issued an improved Form ItMUF for 
(lie use of farmers. This fonu, to- 
gether with Fonu 1(M0A or ^OiO. will 
give the farmer explicit loformatlou 
as to how to properly figure his net 
income for 1919. 

Thera an two metboda of figuring e 
farmor't teeomo tax re^^ mk year. 
He may make his return on the basis 
of Ute difference between the inoney 
BDd goods received for his jiruducis 
and tlie custi paid out for actual allow- 
able farm expenses within the year. 
Or be may make his return on the ac- 
crual baals, which means computing

Hero Is what a road engineer, writ- 
ins In a recent Ikhuc of an engineering 
iii.at;nzine, says about Kentucliy pikes. 
It was a fortunate thing for the toll 
•like companies that the highways 
were taken over by thu public Ju.-it at 
tl 0 time when automobile trafllo was 
becoming the dominating factor In the 
u>o of highwaya. His taifereaee was 
that the toll pikes would have been 
bankrupt trying to keep the pikea in 
'he condition demanded of them aq 
public service corporations. 

Kenfucklans are Icornliig, as they 
see their cimsinntly rebuilt pikes 
ravel away, that rnacad.im will not 
stand automobile trolTlc. Maintenance 
cost has mounted so high that it be- 
comes a (luostlon whether to spend all 
of the county's money on the main 
thoroughfares or lot them deteriorate 
'n a desperate effort to keep the trib- 
utary roads passable. Ret ween the al- 
ternatives the money la frittered away 
In patohvork, and nobody Is satiafled. 

Oil la seroted to as a deterrent of 
disintegration, but Its cost must be 
elinrged to maintenance likewise, and 
; 1.000 to 12,0000 the mile annually la 
ng over-estimate of the maintenance 
cost of macadam highways subjected 
to the growing average automobilo 
travel. 

The solution of the probleny. Is to 



build the main thoroughfares in siteh 
a way that their malntenanee Will b* 
prnctioally nothing through a Oouroo 
of M-ars. and to devote the annual levy 
during that period to the upbuilding 
of the lateral roads. If a paved road 
Is built for 120,000 the mlla to Jast ten 
years and a macadam roads for |15,. 
000; but the maoadam road requires 
an average malntenanoe fund of $>,• 
000 aannally, in tan years the macad- 
am road will hava eoot seventgr-flve per 
oent. mora than the paved road and at 
no time will have been as good. If, in 
addition to this the paved road can be 
more cheaply, quickly and eaaily 
patched or renewed, why atlek lo 
macadam? 

Kentucky la unlike states which 
never had good roads and never w ant- 
ed them nntil they got the niilonio- 
blles. Kentucky had good roads, but 
a new kind of vehicle suddenly came 
along and dostroyed th^m. HCiitucky 
was educated to macadam; Kentucky 
has now to mend her waya. It Is more 
difficult to change a long aooustmed 
course than to follow a new oourse al- 
ready marked out by someone elaei 
but Kentuoky has reached the point 
where aha reiillsea that modern condi- 
tions demand a change, and good roads 
mean more than an eQort to restore 
the pikes of itMe eaaoh daya.
